mineral matter there is in each fo o d and 
he will so o n take as deep an interest in 
what he eats liecause o f its wo rth to him 
as because o f its taste. 
When he finds 
o ut, as he can in half an ho ur, that o nly 
twenty -fo ur parts in every 100 o f butch­ 
er’8 meat co unt as flesh fo rmers, the rest 
being water, but that fro m seventy -five 
to ninety parts o ut o f every 100 in dried 
jxas, 1.icans, o at ami ivhciit meals and 
cheese are nutritio us and o nlv ten to 
twenty -five parts waste water, he fro m 
that mo ment fiegins to use his co mmo n 
sense in feeding as he do es in earning his 
living.
